Part III DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1. This application does not contain an Abstract of the 
Disclosure as required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.72(b), An Abstract on a 
separate sheet is required. 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format of 
an Abstract of the Disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and genera] J y 
limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within tiip 
range of 50 to 250 words. It is important that the abstract not 
e;:ceed 250 words in length since the space provided for the 
nljstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent cJaims, sucli 
as "moans" and "said", should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
tieciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
te::t for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not 
L-epeat information given in the title. It should avoid using 
phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns,"

fd) Background of the Invention: The specification should set 

lortli tlie Backcjrovnid of the invention in two parts: 

(1) Field of the Invention: A statement of the field of ail 
to whicli the invention pertains. This statement may 
include a paraphrasing of the applicable U.S. patent 
classification definitions or the subject matter of the 
claimed invention. This item may also be titled 
"Technical Pield." 

(2) Description of the Prior Art: A description of the 
prior art known to the applicant and including, if 
applicable, references to specific prior art probloms 
which are solved by the applicant's invention. This 
item may also be titled "Background Art." 

(e) Summary: A brief summary or general statement of the 

invention is separate and distinct from the abstract and is 
directed toward the invention rather than the disclosure as 
a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in 
the prior art (and i:>referably indicated in the Background of 
the Invention) . In chemical cases, it should point out m 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, 
the nature and gist of the invention or the inventive 
concept should be set forth. Objects of the invention 
should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
rontribute to an understanding of the invention. 

{t) Brief Description of the Drawing (s): A reference to and 
brief description of the drawing (s) as set forth in 3/ 
C.f.R. § 1.74. . . . . r 

(g) Description of the Preferred Embodiment (s) : A descr iption o I; 
the preferred embodiment (s) of the invention as required 
in 37 C.F.R. § 1-71. The description should be as short and 
specific as is necessary to describe the invention 
adequately and accurately. This item may also be titled 
"Best Mode for Carrying Out the Invention." Where elements 
or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the 
invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
ueressary for an understanding and use of the invention by a 
person skilled in the art, they should not be described m 
detail. However, where particularly complicated subject 
matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, 
the specification should refer to another patent or, readily 
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available publication which adequately describes the subject 
matter. . 

(h) Claim(s) : (See 37 C.F.R. § 1.75) A claim may be typed with 
tlie various elements subdivided in paragraph form. There 
may be plural indentations to further segregate 
subcombinations or related steps. The claim (s) must be in 
one sentence form only. 

(i) Abstract of the Disclosure, 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragrapli of 35 
U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
eiiatiJe any person skilled in the art to which it pertajtis, 
or with wiiich it is most nearly connected, to make and use 
the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
tlie inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Tiie specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
fiLSt. paragraph, as failing to provide an adequate written 
description of the invention. 

Applicant has failed to disclose how the various listed 
parts operate together to perform the desired result. For 
example, how does the data control unit, VCR player, satellite 
receiver, laser-disc player, camera system, cassette dispenser, 
.'u; IccLion panel, digital counter, satellite antenna, speakers, 
video screen, and motion detector interrelate or cooperate to 
perform the desired functions. No block diagrams or wiring of the 
apparatus connecting these various elements has been disclosed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paraqraph, for the reasons set forth in the objection to the 
spec i f i cat ion . 

7. The claim is rejected as failing to define the invention in 
the manner required by 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. 

The claim (s) are narrative in form and replete with 
indefinite and functional or operational language. The structure 
which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The 
claim (s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent cited. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure.

9. An e.xamination of this application reveals that applicant is 
unfamiliar with patent prosecuting procedure. While an inventor 
may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection
